Returns of ulmost $120,000,000 
for a crop of oranges, lemons and 
grapefruit so large that it would 
have meant disaster for growers 
a few years ago, is the shining 
example of "farm relief" as prac¬ 
ticed in the California citrus in¬ 
dustry, according to the figures 
released in the annual report of 
E. G. Dezell, general manager of 
the California Fruit Growers Ex¬ 
change. 

Based on Exchange returns for 
the year ending October 31, the 
88,010 carloads, including record 
shipments of all varieties, brought 
$118,874,102 f.o.b. California. The 
delivered carload value of the 
crop was $173,000,789, of which 
$54,126,687 was spent for freight 
and refrigeration. 

The combined Americau supply 
of manges and grapefruit lrom 
all sources was, in round num¬ 
bers, 138,000 cars for the year, 
compared with 87,000 in 1928, 
BIS,(.00 in 1927, 93,000 in 1926, 
and $8,000 In 1925. 

The enormous supply, heavy to 
small sizes, together with unfa¬ 
vorable winter weather, proved a 
severe test of marketing facili¬ 
ties end also tested the consum¬ 
ing capacity u' tl t American 
public, according to Mr. Dezell's 
report. 

The previous bumper crop of 
five years ago, 23 per cent less 
than that of 1929 during winter 
months, and of desirable sizes, 
averaged below the cost of pro¬ 
duction. Continued development 
of demand for citrus fruits, par¬ 
ticularly in Juice form, is given 
much credit by Mr. Dezell for the 
consumption of the enormous 29 
orange crop at average returns 
that showed some prolit to the 
grower.
